United States of America would pay 
$25 for an article that it could manu­ 
facture for $12.52? 
But it has been doing this very 
thing for a great m a n y years. 
The 
government is paying $25 for 4.7-inch 
shrapnel, the character of ammuni­ 
tion used in heavy field guns, and at 
the same time it has been manufac­ 
turing at Frankford arsenal, Phila­ 
delphia. a portion of its supply for 
$12.52, all overhead charges included. 
Field artillery ammunition is not 
an exception. 
The records of the war 
department show that 
the 
govern­ 
ment has been paying private manu­ 
facturers from 25 to 33 per cent more 
for small arm cartridges, and from 
I 33 to 50 pelf cent more for field artil­ 
lery ammunition and equipment than 
it can manufacture them for in its 
own arsenals. 
The question that naturally arises 
Is, Why has the 
government 
been 
wasting the people’s money in this 
manner? 
I confess that I cannot an­ 
swer. 
I have tried to find a reason, 
but have run across no one in Wash­ 
ington as yet who could give me one.

Jefferson City, Mo., Aug. CO.—Sta­ 


tistics on clay products of a state 


may seem dry reading and of no in­ 


terest to the majority until the an­ 


nouncement is made th at for 1912 
Missouri holds second rank for the 
quantity and value of both fire brick 
and sewer pipe manufactured in the 
United States. 
When once interest 
Is awakened complete facts and fig­ 
ures a^e wanted by many on an in­ 
dustry with a future which is still in 
its infancy in this state. 
This is the 
object of this bulletin. 
Commissioner John T. Fitzpatrick 
of the bureau 
of 
labor 
statistics, 
makes the foreging declaration in a 
bulletin on “Clay Products, Missouri 
1912,” given publicity today, and fol­ 
lows It up with the further statement 
that Missouri is bound, In the next 
ten years, to take first place for this 
industry, for the reason that no other 
state in the Union If so well supplied 
with the clays, shale, limestone and 
similar substances which are needed 
in manufacturing brick, sewer pipe, 
terra cotta, tiling and similar articles. 
W hen all clay products are taken 
as a whole* Missouri, for 1912, holds 
seventh rank for quantity anc value, 
the bulletin says. 
The commodities 
included in this classification, made 
in this state last yc^ar, sold for $6,- 
412,861. 
In firebrick, alone, Missouri 
is only surpassed by Ohio, and for 
the quantity and value of sewer pipe 
by the same state, ranking ahead of 
New' York, New’ Jersey, Illinois, Cali­ 
fornia, 
Pennsylvania 
and 
Indiana 
which at present only possess an ad­ 
vantage by being In the heart of or 
nearer to the more populous sections 
of the country. 
But ag the population center slowly 
moves westward, every year sees Mis­ 
souri move up a notch in quantity 
and value of clay products. Georgia. 
Illinois, Michigan, New* Jersey, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas and 
Virginia excel Missouri in the quan 
tity of common brick produced in 
1912, but not one in quality, owing to 
the superiority of the clay mined and 
used here. 
Missouri common brid- 
last year averaged, wholesale, $6.5' 
a thousand, while that of the othei 
states mentioned only averaged $5.88 
when considered together.

why the clay product manufacture! 
has a better 
prospect 
in 
Missour 
than elsewhere. 
Missouri brick wll 
always command a better price any­ 
where because of the higher grade 
and value of the clay found here. 
Enough vitrified brick were turner 
out in 1912 by Missouri manufactur­ 
ers to pave a road twenty feet wide 
for nearly forty-three miles.

The industry is one which is entirely 
free of women wage earners, but boys 
from 14 years up are employed in 
many of the smaller brick plants, 
chiefly as “carriers” and earn from 
$4 to $7 a week.

ers over 18 years earn from $2 to $4 
a day.

ment. 
Seven yearn ago we bought a farm 
in Central Missouri. It was an aver­ 
age farm, compared with other f a r m s 1 
in the community. The soil was not 
what one would 
desire because of 
improper methods of 
cropping 
and 
Itillage. The buildings were very in 
ft Hor and blit few of them. 
There 
was no hog fence and a very poor 
cattle fence. 
The first I bree years we put tip » 
dwelling and some barns, also quite 
a lot of hog wire, at the same time 
trying to grew some farm crops, such 
as corn, oats, 
wheat, 
timothy and 
clover, but not in a system of rota 
lion, and fed but little stock.

Management association 
was organ­ 
ised at Columbia, Mo., by Prof. D. H. 
Doane, of the United States depart­ 
ment of farm management. I became 
a member and 
later 
a co-operator. 
The co-operators 
were 
those 
who 
were not satisfied with their manage­ 
ment of farming and wished 
to co­ 
operate with Mr. Doane in establisn- 
lng for themselves a better system. 
Accordingly Mr. Doane came to this 
farm, made a thorough investigation 
of soil conditions and methods used, 
and later gave tis a new plan of man­ 
agement which we have been follow-- 
Ing since that time. And the results 
have been highly satisfactory. 
Some of the things 
found 
in the 
plan are: First, by a system of crop 
rotation, which carries one or more 
legumes, the producing power of tin 
•oil has been materially increased. 
Second, by 
feeding 
the 
crop 
to 
hogs and sheep, 
selling 
nothing ir 
the way of feed, but in 
m any 
in­ 
stances buying more feed, and feed­ 
ing this out on the farm, the soil I* 
being improved and the profits real- 
Ded are gratifying indeed. And the 
•oil produces more and we are able’ 
to handle stock to better advantage. 
Our financial condition is such thai 
It Is possible for us to have a num ­ 
ber of conveniences, both in the hom- 
aod on the farm, that add greatly to 
the comforts and pleasures of 
farm 
life.

st a minimum cost. 
This has been 
of great benefit

Haste the Glad Day. 
Can we wonder,

“Come. Lonl Jesus, come quickly 
that St. Paul urged us to prepara­ 
tion for the kingdom of 
God’s dear 
Son, and that the
